DOVER ATHLETIC have reached 
the third round of the FA Cup for 
the first time in their history. 

The Whites progressed to the stage at which 
the 'big boys’ get involved by beating Aldershot 
Town 2-0 at Crabble on Saturday. 

Star striker Adam Birchall continued his 
great form by grabbing a brace, which helped 
establish him as the top scorer in the knock¬ 
out competition with 11 goals so far, including 
the qualifying rounds. 

The Blue Square Bet South team received a 
tough draw for the third round, being pitted 
away to high-flying League One outfit 
Huddersfield Town, who sit fifth in the divi¬ 
sion and made the third round with a thump¬ 
ing 6-0 victory over Macclesfield Town. 

To get this far in the competition, the Whites 
have had to play six games, beating Erith 
Town, Cambridge City and Famborough just 
to make it into the FA Cup’s first-round draw. 

Another highlight was the 2-0 victory at 
Priestfield, where they knocked out Gilling¬ 
ham and former bosses Andy Hessenthaler 
and Ian Hendon in one go. 

Crabble was packed on Saturday with more 
than 4,000 fans who witnessed Dover’s players 
making history. 

Chairman Jim Parmenter admitted he was 
a little disappointed at drawing Huddersfield 
Town in the third round. 

He said: “You hope to get one of the big six 
away and have a big pay-day. 

“But Huddersfield are a big club, have a big 
24,000 all-seater stadium, so we’re looking 
forward to it.”

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Fomier Sun editor 
plunges into the 
debate over port

PORT managers at Dover 
and their controversial 
privatisation plans have 
come under heavy fire 
from outspoken columnist 
Kelvin Mackenzie. 

The former editor of the Sun and 
now the national tabloid’s most 
ferocious attack dog, responded vig¬ 
orously after Port of Dover chief 
executive Bob Goldfield accused 
him of “talking bollocks” when he 
questioned the Dover scheme. 

Mackenzie told readers on 
Thursday: “That may be true, Mr 
Goldfield, but I do know why you 
and your ho-hum management are 
so keen to get your hands on this 
business. 

“Under the new ownership they 
will receive a shares package worth 
anything between £4 million to £16 
million. Why don’t you justify that 
payout in public, Mr Goldfield? 

Scandal 

“Almost worse than that, the 
management has agreed to pay 
£100,000 of your money - remem¬ 
ber you, the taxpayer, own this 
asset - to hire the PR company Bell 
Pottinger to lobby for the sale of this 
business.” 

He added that it was a scandal 
and Dover people should be protest¬ 
ing about it, adding that the port 
was “massively profitable” making 
£25 million on a £53 million 
turnover. 

And his parting shot was a battle 
cry in favour of the rival People’s 
Port proposal championed by local 
Conservative MP Charlie Elphicke: 
“The sooner the People’s Port is 
owned by the people the better. And 
the great news is that when you get 
your hands on it, you can throw Mr 
Goldfield and his colleagues out of 
the window.” 

The Sun man’s outburst follows 
an exclusive Business Week inter-

view in which Mr Goldfield strenu¬ 
ously denied suggestions that he 
and his managers were pushing the 
port sale so that they could walk 
away with a multi-million pound 
jackpot: 

He said: “Chance would be a fine 
thing. There are no millions here.” 

He added that no member of port 
staff could hope for more than 
£300,000 via an initial share valua¬ 
tion and they would be unable to 
unlock that value for three years. 

The privatisation scheme is cur¬ 
rently stalled while the Department 
of Transport considers a dispute 
between the port and the ferry com¬ 
panies over their tariffs for 2010. 

The companies are also due to 
meet Mr Goldfield and his team 
early next week to discuss the dis¬ 
puted fees for 2011, which the port 
wants to set above average inflation. 

It will be the first meeting of the 
Ferry Port Users’ Group for several 
months and the operators continue 
to seethe about £60 million of their 
cash held by the harbour board as a 
levy towards £85 million of new 
berthing infrastructure they have 
called for. 


Self-employed urged 
to return tax forms 

HUNDREDS of self-employed tax 
credit claimants are being reminded 
to report their income or face the 
potentially serious consequences. 

The 1,200 claimants in Dover are 
being urged by HM Revenue and 
Customs (HMRC) to report their 
total income for the 2009/10 financial 
year by January 31, 2011. 

Failing to provide correct details 
could lead to overpayment, while 
deliberate fraudulent information 
could lead to a criminal prosecution 
and imprisonment. 

As part of a wider Government 
crackdown, HMRC and the 
Department for Work and Pensions 
published a strategy last month 
designed to tackle errors and fraud 
in benefits and tax credits. 

Exchequer secretary to the 
Treasury, David Gauke, said: “There 
is too much error and fraud in our 
benefits and tax credit systems. 

“Last month the Government 
therefore launched radical proposals 
to reduce the billions lost every year. 

“We have to make every penny 
count - and that includes going after 
the cheats at every level. 

“The self-employed have to do their 
bit by telling us promptly of any 
changes in their income estimates.”

ROCK fan Lynne Weller had a close 
encounter outside a top London 
hotel with rock star Bruce 
Springsteen - who remembered her 
from an encounter in a shopping 
mall in New Jersey years earlier. 

Lynne, 53, from Deal, has seen 
Springsteen play a total of 99 concerts and 
was staying at Claridge’s while attending 
the premier of a film and CD called The 
Promise, recorded by him as part of sessions 
which produced his 1978 album, Darkness 
on the Edge of Town. 

Springsteen was also at the event as part of 
a press conference and was staying at the 
same hotel. 

Picture 

Lynne had earlier spoken to him on the red 
carpet outside the event and seen him in the 
hotel. 

She has also had her picture taken with the 
man known as ‘The Boss’ and members of his E 
Street Band on many occasions before. 

“Bruce was actually on his way to catch a 
flight to another premier in Italy when I had 
my picture taken with him,” she said. 

“I asked him if it would be okay, he said 
“yeah, sure” then spoke to a few another fans 
and then said “goodbye darlin” and went off in 
his people carrier.” 

Springsteen, who played at the inauguration 
of US President Barack Obama and has won 
an Oscar, more than 20 Grammy awards and 
sold millions of albums worldwide was travel¬ 


ling across Europe promoting his new release 
with the London trip forming one stop. 

His hit albums include Bom to Run, The 
River, Bom in the USA and The Rising, while 
he also has recorded solo albums in a folk style 
as well as recording traditional American 
music as part of his Seeger Sessions band. 

Lynne said she once saw Springsteen with his 
family in a shopping mall in Asbury Park, the 
musician’s home for many years as a young 
man and close to his current home. 

She said: “We had driven all across the USA, 


my family and myself. We went from New York, 
up across the north of the country through 
Illinois before heading down south through Las 
Vegas, then onto California and back along the 
southern route through Texas and Louisiana 
before heading up the east coast and arriving in 
Bmce’s home state of New Jersey. 

‘We were just in a shopping mall - my daugh¬ 
ter wanted to buy stuff - when we saw Bmce. 
We spoke to him and he was great. 

“Ever since that I say ‘Asbury Park shopping 
mall’ and he laughs and nods.”

Immigant support 
group wins award 

A DOVER charity has received an 
award for their work with immi¬ 
grants at the detention centre. 

The Dover Detainee Visitor Group 
has succeeded in the regional finals 
of the Mentoring and Befriending 
recognition awards 2010. 

The national finals are going to 
be held in London on Wednesday, 
December 15. 

The prize aims to recognise indi¬ 
viduals and organisations that 
have made a difference to peoples’ 
lives through mentoring and 
befriending services. 

The visitor group was established 
in 2002 to befriend immigration 
detainees held indefinitely at the 
Dover Immigration Removal Centre. 

Up to 60 volunteers visit the deten¬ 
tion centre each week to show a friend¬ 
ly face to the immigrants that spend 
days, weeks and even years there. 

The idea is to decrease isolation, 
increase motivation and contribute 
to reducing mental issues that 
could come as a consequence of 
detention. 

Its work is inspired by a respect 
for all humans irrespective of their 
immigration status, within its 
frame of being a non-political and a 
non-campaigning charity. 

The awards are part of a national 
campaign called Supporting Life’s 
Journeys to celebrate and support 
the many individuals and organisa¬ 
tions who help to address poverty 
and social exclusion through men¬ 
toring and befriending. 


Trust tops Dr Foster 
healthcare survey 


PATIENTS living in east Kent get 
the best care in the country, accord¬ 
ing to a survey of the NHS. 

The East Kent Hospitals University 
NHS Foundation Trust, which runs 
the William Harvey in Ashford, Kent 
and Canterbury, the QEQM in 
Margate, Buckland in Dover, and the 
Royal Victoria, Folkestone, came top of 
the Dr Foster survey. 

The study, backed by Imperial 
College London and the Department 
of Health, measures the perform¬ 
ance of NHS trusts and hospitals 
around the country. 

Each year it looks at areas of 
patient care, such as preventing pre¬ 
mature death, quality of life for peo¬ 
ple with long-term conditions and 
recovery from ill health or surgery. It 
also measures patients’ experiences 
of their care. 

One of the key areas the survey 
looked at is what is known as the 
Hospital Standardised Mortality 
Ratio (HSMR). 

This is a broad measure across all 
activities of a hospital where the risk 
of death is significant. The average 
score for hospitals is 100. The East 
Kent Trust was given a score of 79, 
one of the lowest in the country. 

Nineteen trusts around the coun¬ 


try had a score higher than 100, 
meaning the death rate was higher 
than expected. Other areas of 
healthcare considered a good indica¬ 
tor of a hospital’s performance 
include stroke care, orthopaedics, 
urology and patient safety. 

The report said the trust had per¬ 
formed well across all criteria, espe¬ 
cially as it was one of the largest in 
the country, serving 750,000 people. 

It also praised it for employing new 
technology such as Telemedicine, 
which now meant people had a 
round-the-clock service. 

Innovations 

It also had a rapid response for 
scans when needed by patients and 
had introduced innovations such as 
the specialist heart attack centre at 
the William Harvey. 

Stuart Bain, chief executive of the 
trust, said: “The success can be put 
down to a combination of high ambi¬ 
tion by the board, good planning, and 
the dedication of the 7,000 staff who 
always go the extra mile. 

“Safety and effectiveness have 
been the key drivers in directing 
investment in service change and 
this is reflected in our low HSMR 
and good infection prevention rates.”

Tell us a little about yourself 


I was bom in London in 1946, brought up 
in Shropshire and educated at Shrewsbury 
School, which I left in minor disgrace at 17 
without any A-levels. I moved to London and, 
after a series of awful jobs, passed sufficient 
A-levels to do a degree in history at the 
London School of Economics, where I was 
taught partly by David Starkey. I then moved 
to Canterbury and finally Folkestone. I have 
spent the last 30 years selling second-hand 
books, mainly on politics, economics and histo¬ 
ry, to a large extent to Japanese academics. 


Q How did you first become interested in archaeology and 
what other projects have you been involved in? 

A This is the first time I have taken part in 
an archaeological dig as my interests are 
medieval economic history and modem social 
history, though I have been involved with the 
Folkestone People’s History Centre from its 
inception. However, from the start of the dig at 
the Roman Villa, I have been captivated by the 
process, with its alternate hard digging and 
meticulous trowelling. Finding anything is 
exciting - a tile, a piece of pottery, animal bone 
or a tiny fragment of painted Roman plaster. 




Tell us about the history of the Roman Villa site, and 
what is the significance of this latest dig? 

The villa was first revealed in 1924 by 
Winbolt and left open. It was filled in after 


the Second World War and partially re¬ 
excavated in 1989. Neither of these excavat¬ 
ions looked for previous settlement on the site 
before the Claudian (Roman) invasion in 
AD43. This year we have dug through the 
floors of the villa rooms and the archaeology 
suggests intermittent occupation of the site 
going back to around 5000BC. 

Q What do you think of the historical, cultural and social 
lifeofShepway? 

A Folkestone is full of life, with history, art 
and action groups formed all the time. 
While the Creative Foundation is transform¬ 
ing the east of the town with the University 
Centre, Quarterhouse, refurbished shops, 
restaurants, cafes and artists’ studios, they 
have also acted as a catalyst for other activi¬ 
ties like the ska music festival which, together 
with the book festival and the Triennial, bring 
more people into Folkestone. 

While many towns are stagnating, building 
continues in The Old High Street and Tontine 
Street and, with the constmction of two 
restaurants on The Stade, redevelopment of 
the harbour has started. Little of this would 
have been possible without Roger De Haan. I 
am optimistic about the future of Folkestone. 

Q Where can people find out more about the Folkestone 
Unearthed project? 

A To take part as a volunteer either digging, 
washing finds or helping with outreach, 


please call 01303 850614. During the winter, 
65 Tontine Street, given rent-free by the 
Creative Foundation as part of its community 
programme, will be open as a visitor centre 
and used to sort and classify finds from the 
villa dig. There was recently an exhibition of 
the finds at the Folkestone Book Festival. 

Q What do you hope could be unearthed in or around the 
town in future? 

A The whole area of East Cliff could be inves¬ 
tigated, as could accessible parts of The 
Bayle. It is intended over the next few months 
to dig test pits in gardens on East Cliff and in 
The Bayle. Though a number of residents have 
offered their gardens for investigation, we are 
still looking for others.

Tell us something people don't tend to know about you 


A in 1974 with no job in prospect, I hitch¬ 
hiked around Europe for two months and 
then spent four months on a kibbutz, just 
north of Gaza. I then set out for Africa on my 
own. Hitching mainly but occasionally using 
trains and once a riverboat, I made my way 
through Europe to Italy, ferry to Tunisia, west 
to Algeria, then south through the Sahara to 
Niger, Nigeria, Cameroon, the Central African 
Republic, Zaire (now Congo), Zambia, 
Zimbabwe (then Rhodesia), Mozambique and 
Malawi. When I recall this, I frighten myself 
as I am now nervous travelling on a ferry.

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It's boom time for the 
Dungeness star turns

THE bitterns of Dungeness are 
delighting visitors to the RSPB 
reserve and, as the early winter 
tightens its grip, it is expected that 
more will arrive. 

The increased area of reedbed, along with 
healthy fish stocks, are proving ideal for the 
birds, with Denge Marsh and the Hanson-ARC 
pit being the best places to see them. 

RSPB site manager Bob Gomes said: 
“Bitterns are very secretive birds so can be 
hard to spot. We know we have at least three 
present at the moment and as the weather 
turns colder we expect to see more.” 

Only one or two birds were seen each winter 
from 1967-2002, but from then on numbers 
increased to three or more. 

The highest number recorded was eight in 
January 2009, when icy conditions forced birds 
out into the open to feed, while last winter five 
birds were noted. 

Mr Gomes said: “When we started our bittern 
safaris a few years ago the chances of seeing 
one were slim, although we had fun looking. 

“Now birds are seen more often than not on 
these events, reflecting increasing numbers.” 

“In previous years they always left for Europe 


to breed. To have confirmed breeding on the 
reserve this year was a great reward for all the 
work we have carried out.” 

The birds have gone from strength to 
strength after work was carried out to improve 
the reserve’s reedbed habitat. 

The first booming male was recorded last 
year and this summer saw the first confirmed 
breeding after a female was showing classic 
feeding behaviour. 

During the last century the UK’s bittern 
population suffered a dramatic decline, largely 
due to the drainage of reedbeds. 


Its very small population makes the bittern a 
Red List species, one of the most threatened in 
the UK. 

Mr Gomes said: “This is a great time of year 
to visit Dungeness, with lots of birds coming 
over to spend the winter months here. 

“It highlights the importance of protecting 
places like Dungeness.” 

He said an expanded development at nearby 
Lydd airport could threaten the bittern and 
other rare birds at the reserve. 

The airport plans have been called in for a 
public inquiry, due to start in February 2011.

Second apology from 
KCC leader Carter 
after Ofsted mauling 


THE Tory leader of Kent County 
Council has admitted being 
unaware of how poorly run its 
child protection service is. 

Paul Carter, County Hall’s most senior 
politician, was forced to issue an apology 
after a damning Ofsted report rated the safe¬ 
guarding and looked-after children services 
at KCC as “inadequate”. 

Areas of concern raised after a two-week 
inspection include the management and 
supervision of services, low educational attain¬ 
ment of looked-after children, high number of 
cases not receiving quality assessments, and 
social workers with high case-loads. 

Cllr Carter admitted he only now appreci¬ 
ated the full scale of the problem. 

“We’ve got some poor management, which 
the report highlights,” he said. “The service 
is under pressure, but the report highlights 
issues that are more severe than I would 
otherwise have been aware of. 

“For example, the number of comers hav¬ 
ing to be cut to keep their heads above water, 
and the paperwork not being kept in order or 
completed as it should be. 

‘We’ve got to make sure staff are appropri¬ 
ately managed and tasked because there’s an 
element of people being overwhelmed here.” 

Asked if he could have recognised the fail¬ 
ings earlier, Cllr Carter said: “Hindsight is 
always invaluable, but none of the joint 
boards we’ve put together have raised the 
alarm in the way Ofsted has.” 

The social-work industry has faced intense 
scmtiny since the failings that led to the 
death of 17-month-old Baby P in Haringey, 
north London, were first made public in 
November 2008. 

Struggled 

Cllr Carter admitted KCC had struggled to 
cope with the increased number of referrals 
made since that time, which average about 
2,000 a month, including about 180 a week in 
Thanet alone. 

The county also has the added respons¬ 
ibility of 900 asylum-seeking children as well 
as about 1,500 looked-after youngsters 
placed in Kent by other authorities. 

“It puts enormous pressure on all our serv¬ 
ices,” said Cllr Carter. “We’ve been lobbying 
Government and telling them enough is 
enough. Other councils must start placing 
vulnerable young people closer to their 
parental homes. We’ve made some progress, 
but the legislation needs to be changed and 
tightened up.” 

Cllr Carter said it was also proving difficult

to attract the best social-workers since the 
Baby P tragedy. He said: “We’ve recruited 
from overseas - particularly the United 
States and Canada - but they have particu¬ 
lar training needs in order for them to 
become the top social-workers in the system. 

“We are dependent on new staff when the 
preference would be for good experienced 
staff. That counts enormously, but they’re 
just not around any more. 

“It’s not a profession that’s popular among 
graduates. I don’t think critical statements 
from the national media are helping recruit¬ 
ment into what is a very challenging job.” 

The Ofsted inspection was carried out two 
months after the watchdog warned that 
children were at risk of harm due to inade¬ 
quate and late assessments. 

Warning 

And earlier this year the authority was 
forced to issue a public apology when it 
emerged an inexperienced social-worker 
failed to act on a warning about Tunbridge 
Wells resident Christopher Sellman, who 
went on to kill his baby daughter. 

The new report also highlights concerns 
about access to child and adolescent mental- 
health services, a high number of “inappro¬ 
priate” referrals from other agencies, and 
insufficient use of early-intervention support. 

A steering group has been established to 
oversee immediate action and will provide 
quarterly updates. It is chaired by the cabi¬ 
net member for children, Sarah Hohler, and 
includes cross-party members, senior man¬ 
agers, partners from the NHS and police, and 
frontline managers and staff. 

The 12 district-based social-care teams and 
all other agencies also have plans in place to 
enhance specific areas of their service. 

“There’s no denial and I would like to 
apologise to the young people and families 
who haven’t had the quality of service that 
should be expected of us,” said Cllr Carter. 

“We’ve got to make sure we have well- 
trained, competent staff with the right sup¬ 
port, and that the checks and balances are 
carried out effectively. 

“Ofsted will be back in a year’s time and I 
have every confidence we will have made 
substantial improvements by then, although 
I suspect we will need outside help. 

“We will carry out a root-and-branch 
review of everything to do with our looked- 
after children and I am sure there will be a 
substantial change over the next 12 months.”

We don't really need to listen to Labour leader Ed Miliband for four years, says Gary Wrigh 



LABOUR leader Ed Miliband chose 
Gillingham as the place to convince the 
country he is the man who can build a 
party people will want to vote for again. 

I was surprised he chose Kent. No one could see the 
county as a Labour stronghold, but by the same token 
it’s counties like Kent where he will have to convince 
people he has something to offer. 

At the moment it really doesn’t matter what Labour 
says it would do on this, or what its policy is on that - 
the party isn’t in power, so why should anyone listen? 

Red, as he’s affectionately known, has other 
problems, too. The mess inherited by David Cameron 
and Nick Clegg was bigger than anyone could have 
imagined. So, criticism by Ed and his shadow cabinet 
is easily overcome: Labour would have had to do the 
same, or it’s Labour’s fault anyway. 

My gut feeling is the party is over-reacting to its 
general election defeat with its new-found taste for 
humble pie, admissions of how terrible and arrogant 
it became and beating itself up to win our love again. 

It’s pretty simple, really. 

Firstly, people had had enough of Gordon Brown. 
Despite being the man who found a way through the 
banking crisis for world leaders, he was also 
responsible for getting Britain too deeply into the 
mess in the run-up to it. Plus he wasn’t good on telly 
and seemed a bit of an angry bully off it. 


Secondly, people had had enough of Labour in 
power. It was indeed time for change. 

Ed wants to chuck out everything and start with a 
clean sheet, including keeping the 50 pence tax rate 
for the wealthy; marching with students on Whitehall 
(unless he’s doing something else) and supporting 
middle-income workers earning between £16,000 and 
£40,000. Or maybe £50,000, he’s not sure yet. 

Instead of dumping New Labour ideals (socialism 
no, market economy yes), Ed might be able to avoid 
getting himself in such a mess by simply taking the 
best of what he already has. 

It is no use returning to the Punch and Judy politics 
of the Thatcher years. Labour is in opposition. Ed 
says it will take two years to make his party electable, 
so get on with scrutinising what the Coalition does 
and highlighting its weaknesses. Better still, ensure 
your MPs represent constituents properly - which is 
their job, after all. That’s the way to get re-elected.

But most of us don’t need to listen to Ed until four 
years’ time... when the next general election is due.

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Seeing the light over 
port's orange glow 

Thank goodness someone has at 
last spoken up about light 
pollution. 

Undoubtedly, Dover Harbour

It has been known for years how 
to design a street-light that throws 
light down on to the road surface 
and not out into space or into the 
eyes of drivers. 

All these techniques were 
developed years ago for stage¬ 
lighting in theatres. 

Why has it taken so long to apply 
these designs for use in the open 
air? Laziness, I suspect. 

There is, in any case, far too much 
street-lighting, not just here but 
across the country, with consequent 
wastage. 

At least 50 per cent of the street¬ 
lights in residential areas should be 
switched off at midnight, saving 
considerable amounts of money.

Why are we picking 
up tab for toilets? 

As my fellow councillors will know, 

I am unconvinced by the 
arguments for Deal Town Council 
taking on the costs of managing 
and maintaining the town’s toilets 
on behalf of Dover District Council. 

As a town council, we are under 
no obligation to take on the toilet 
contract and, indeed, the costs for 
this year would have already been 
included in Dover District Council’s 
council-tax charge, yet Deal Town 
Council is expected to pay the costs 
from its precept. This is double¬ 
rating. 

Within the costings for the toilet 
contract I understand that this 
council is being expected to pick up 
the costs of the council tax payable 
on five toilets, yet there is no 
indication that the properties are to 
be transferred to this council. 

We are not renting or purchasing 
the toilets, so why is this council 
being asked to pay for the council 
tax ? 

The town council need to be 
assured that the only costs it is 
being asked to pick up are for the 
contract and do not include any 
element for council-tax charges, 


DDC internal recharges, insurances 
and/or any other costs which do not 
relate specifically to the contract. 

I have seen no evidence to 
suggest that we should be using 
Deal council-taxpayers’ money to 
bail out Dover Distict Council 
for the mismanagement of its 
affairs. 

I also understand that Dover 
Town Council is consulting on 
whether it should take on a 
contract for the maintenance of the 
toilets in its area and, though other 
parish councils may have taken on 
the toilets in their areas, that is not 
an argument for Deal to do so.

ID cards battle over 
but the war goes on 

ID cards are being scrapped and 
with them the National Identity 
Register and the ContactPoint 
Children’s database - a success for 
N02ID, and I would like to publicly 
thank all those who supported and 
helped with our campaign - not 
just in my own branch but across 
east and mid-Kent. 

So, is it all over? No, even though 
we may no longer be out on the 
streets with our stalls. 

A bureaucratic obsession with ID 
and information-sharing goes on, 
and so do we. 

Your finances, your travel by 
plane or car, who you call and 
email, soon your medical records... 
all are starting to be captured and 
made available for ‘mining’. 


A 2009 report looked at 46 big 
Government database projects. It 
found that more than half damage 
personal privacy or create other 
risks. 

Only two of those have since been 
cancelled. 

We define the Database State 
as the trend to manage society by 
collecting data, mass surveillance... 
an authoritarian oversight of all 
aspects of our lives. 

N02ID continues to campaign 
against state identity-management 
and the abuse of personal 
information, and for individual 
control of what is private. 

Our current campaigns concern 
a proposed centralised electoral 
register with local-authority powers 
to cross-match data to track those 
who don’t register; medical 
confidentiality and the NHS Spine 
(not yet rolled out in Kent but 
coming); tracking travellers 
through e-passports and e-borders; 
abuse of DNA records; snooping on 
internet and telephone use; and 
police logging of all car journeys 
using ANPR cameras. 

Government needs information to 
work, but it always takes and uses 
much more than it needs. 

All squeeze facts out of you and 
force others to provide more. Just 
for the file. 

You may have to deal with 
Government, but you can’t say 
what it can do with that file. 

In a few years it has become 
normal to be asked to provide ID, 
proof of address or other details by 
people who don’t need them. 

More is gathered officially, cross¬ 
checked, passed on - even to other 
countries. 

You should have the right to 
decide who knows what about you. 
We know where you live’ is an old 
threat. 

The Database State means state 
control of personal identity - with 
or without ID cards.

Students could pay a 
big price for online TV 

Now Freshers Week is over and 
thousands of students are 
settling into their studies, TV 
Licensing is issuing a reminder to 
students to ensure that they are 
correctly licensed if they watch TV 
online. 

It’s now far more common to own 
a laptop/PC in university halls than 
a traditional television set. 

In fact, research suggests that of 
the 84 per cent of students in halls 
who use their laptop or PC to watch 
TV online, 59 per cent watch live 
television as it is broadcast and so 
require a TV licence. 

It is important that students are 
aware they need a licence, as it’s 
not worth risking a prosecution and 
fine of up to £1,000. 

The law is simple - if you watch 
or record programmes online at the 
same time as they are shown on 
television, you need a TV licence.

Hiding to nothing 
with sniffer dog 

A DOG has sniffed out stowaways at¬ 
tempting to cross the Channel and enter 
the UK through Dover. 

Four would-be illegal immigrants were 
found on Saturday, November 13, by UK 
Border Agency officials in Calais after 
they were alerted by their sniffer dog. 

A search of the Turkey-registered lorry 
found four Eritreans - two men and two 
women - hiding in the trailer. 

The following day, officers in Coquelles 
searched a Polish lorry bound for Dover 
after discovering that it was not secured 
properly. Inside they found four Viet¬ 
namese and three Iranians. 

Carole Upshall, the UK Border 
Agency’s director for European oper¬ 
ations, said: “Finds such as this 
highlight the determination and 
expertise required to stay one step ahead 
of illegal immigration. 

“In 2009 we stopped more than 29,000 
individual attempts to cross the English 
Channel illegally and searched in excess 
of a million vehicles.” 

Late-night assault 

A MAN required hospital treatment for 
facial injuries after he was attacked with a 
bottle outside a bar in Bench Street, Dover. 

The assault took place just after 
midnight on Sunday, November 7, in the 
smoking area at Funky Monkey. 

The 27-year-old victim suffered a cut lip 
and swelling to his jaw and cheek and 
needed stitches.

FINANCE chiefs at County Hall 
have revealed public services will 
come under even more pressure with 
an additional £25 million needed in 
savings over the next two years. 

The authority had initially forecast a £136m 
budget shortfall for 2011-13, but now 
predictions of Government grant reductions 
combined with additional spending pressures 
have pushed the figure up to more than £161m. 

The amount forms part of the £340m savings 
needed at Kent County Council over the next 
four years. It is likely to mean that residents 
are asked to pay for some services they 
previously received for free. 

Shortfall 

Authority bosses had not expected such a 
large shortfall in the first two years after 
councils nationwide had been told to expect 
Government grant cuts of 7 per cent every year 
for the next four years. 

KCC cabinet member for finance John 
Simmonds said the higher percentages came as 
a shock after lower predictions were announced 
at a KCC meeting in October. 

“What took us by surprise was we were 
expecting a grant reduction of 7.25 per cent in 
the first year, but it is just over 10.1 per cent for 
2011-12,” he said. 

“For 2012-13 it is 8.6 per cent; in the third

year 3.3 per cent; and then 7.9 per cent. It puts 
pressure on us because around 18 per cent is 
going to come out in the first two years. It’s 
accelerated the savings we were going to make 
over the four years.” 

Cllr Simmonds admitted it was going to be 
difficult to take money out of the existing 
budget. 'We’ve already had £15.5m knocked 
out this year. We’ve got some considerable 
pressures,” he said. 

A report setting out the council’s overall 
financial challenge was discussed by cabinet 
members on Monday, two weeks before the 
Government announces exactly how much 
KCC will get in grants. The report looks at 
“unavoidable” budget pressures and outlines 
expected reductions. Cllr Simmonds said the 
council had looked at every one of the hundreds 
of services it provided, how they were delivered, 
and what customers expected. 

He said residents could have to start paying 
for some services that were previously paid for 
by the council - but it was too early to say 
which services would be hit. 

“We need to look at things that people value 
and what things we can cut back on,” he said. 

“The reorganisation of the authority and how 
we carry out business will also help produce an 
economy. Levels of staffing are already being 
reduced by us not filling jobs or vacancies.” 


He stressed that children’s social services, 
elderly provision and adult social services were 
a key priority for the council. KCC is currently 
considering whether to close a number of 
council-run care homes for elderly people. 

“The number of referrals after the Baby P 
case have gone up because people are taking no 
chances, which puts KCC under tremendous 
pressure,” Cllr Simmonds said. 

“We’ve also got a rapidly-growing adult 
population. One of the most expensive things 
we do is elderly assessments to see if they 
qualify for support and how much they get. 

Painful 

“This is done by the Department For Work 
And Pensions, but they won’t disclose the 
information to us, so we also have to do the 
assessments. If we could work together we 
could save money here.” 

Cllr Simmonds said district and borough 
councils would find the grant reductions 
“extremely painful” and admitted KCC was 
luckier due to its large size. 

“If we can weather the next few years 
hopefully then we’ll have smoother waters,” he 
said. “Locally people are aware of the changes. 
Communities can help by looking at some of 
the things we do and help provide this on a 
smaller level. We have considerable voluntary 
input in Kent.”

CANTERBURY GHOST TOURS 

Ongoing 

Start from Alberrys Wine Bar, 

St Margaret's Street, Canterbury 
A BRUSH with the paranormal 
when he was young sparked John 
Hippisley’s interest in ghosts, and 
it has continued into later life. 

John leads the ghost walks which take place 
through the streets of Canterbury all year 
round. 

The walks have fed John’s interest over the 
years, but for him, the fascination started 
many years ago. He takes up the story. 

“One night, when I was away at school in 
Goudhurst, my best friend Miles and I decided 
we would run away to Florida, as 13-year-old 
boys do, and I went to meet him at the bike 
sheds in the night but he never turned up. 

“I waited until midnight and gave up and 
went up to bed. Then in the middle of the 
night, at about 4.30am, I was woken up by 
Miles, shaking me and telling me to get a 


move on and to get up and come with him. 

“I was fed up with it all by that time, and told 
him to go away, that we were supposed to 
leave at 9.30pm, not now, but he kept saying 
“we gotta go, we gotta go”. I told him to go and 
send me a postcard and went back to sleep. 

“Anyway, I just presumed he’d gone, and did¬ 
n’t think much of it until the next day when 
the police arrived at the school, and told us a 
boy had been killed after being hit by a truck. 

“It turned out to be Miles, of course, and it 
had taken place on the A28 at 4.30am, when I 
was talking to him. He had actually left as 
planned on his own, without me and been 
killed. He had walked for miles and miles. 

“I’m convinced it wasn’t a dream, and when 
I met his father at the funeral he had had the 
same kind of experience. He’d also been woken 
up by Miles in the night, and by the time he’d 
gone out to follow him he’d vanished, and 
there was no sign of him. 

“As well as me, other boys in our dormitory 
saw him and heard him that night. I believe it 
was what is known as a doppelganger, a crisis 
apparition that many people see. It is almost 
as if the deceased is given a short period to 


visit their friends and loved ones before they 
are gone forever.” 

John says Canterbury has a rich history of 
ghostly goings-on to tell people about, and he 
has even written a book on the subject, enti¬ 
tled Haunted Canterbury. 

The tours are full of those spooky tales 
mixed in with the city’s rich history, and take 
about 90 minutes to complete. 

All manner of spooky tales trip from John’s 
tongue as he wander the streets with his 
lantern, top hat and cape during the tours, 
that will send a shiver down your spine. 

For a time, John ran them to raise money for 
the Friends of the Marlowe Theatre, and man¬ 
aged to raise £1,000 for the cause. 

They begin at Alberry’s wine bar and cost £9 
for adults, £8 concessions and £7 for children.

John said: “At this time of year, when the 
nights are cold and dark, people’s thoughts 
always turn more towards this sort of thing, so 
if you are interested then do come along.”

Nowhere to run as past comes 
gunning for assassin Clooney

BASED on the Martin Booth novel 
AVery Private Gentleman, director 
Anton Corbijn’s follow-up to the 
award-winning Ian Curtis biopic 
Control is a meticulously crafted 
portrait of a man of violence trying 
to escape his grim fate. 

Predictably, the antihero can only outrun the 
past for so long before it catches up with him 
and demands bloodthirsty redemption. 

George Clooney is on screen for almost every 
frame in the title role, his face etched with 
weariness as an assassin who has grown tired 
of always looking over his shoulder. 

Without the star power of its leading man, 
The American would struggle to find an audi¬ 
ence outside the arthouse circuit. 

It’s an unremittingly bleak and slow-burn¬ 
ing study of solitude, epitomised by a remark¬ 
able and protracted sequence in which the tit¬ 
ular character drives towards the white light 
at the end of a long tunnel. 

Corbijn refuses to cut away from inside the 
car as the white light expands, illuminating 
the driver until the entire screen is filled with 
blinding white. 

Following a bungled assassination attempt 
in Sweden, hitman Jack (George Clooney) 
decides to abandon the killing game once and 
for all. He phones handler Pavel (Johan 
Leysen), who suggests that Jack should lay 
low in the Italian town of Castelvecchio. 

“Don’t talk to anyone and, above all, don’t 
make any friends. You used to know that,” 
scolds Pavel. 

The hit man drives to the remote communi¬ 
ty and on the spur of the moment disobeys 
orders and sets up camp in nearby Castel Del 
Monte. 

By day, Jack keeps himself busy by con¬ 
structing a custom-made weapon for mysteri¬ 
ous client Mathilde (Thekla Reuten). 


By night, he enjoys the carnal delights of 
local prostitute, Clara (Violante Placido). As 
Jack’s paranoia takes hold, he seeks counsel 
from local holy man, Father Benedetto (Paolo 
Bonacelli). “A man can be rich if he has God in 
his heart,” contends the priest. 

“I don’t think God is interested in me, 
Father,” mocks Jack, fearing he is well past the 
point of no return. 

The American is an engrossing character 


study, enlivened by explosions of violence 
including a night-time car chase that is as 
close as the film strays to an action set-piece. 

Corbijn makes excellent use of the stunning 
European locations and keeps himself, and us, 
amused with interesting shots. 

Thus, the throwaway image of a train arriv¬ 
ing at a platform in Rome is captured as a 
reflection in one of the station display boards. 

In the absence of bright colours in the film’s 


palette, Clooney sparks a dazzling screen 
chemistry, in very different ways, with Placido 
and Bonacelli, the latter wearing his dog collar 
with conviction. 

‘You are American. You think you can escape 
history,” laments Father Benedetto. 

As Jack discovers, there is no escape.

YOUR TV REVIEW GARROW'S LAW: Sunday, 9pm, BBC1 


IF you have been missing your 
weekly Sunday evening hit of high 
period drama after the conclusion of 
ITV’s hit show Downton Abbey, you 
can now breathe easy. 

The good old BBC has dutifully 
replaced Downton, in exactly the 
same 9pm pre-work stress busting 
slot, with another hour long ode to 
times past. But unlike ITV’s genial 
offering, which peddles history as 
a side order to drama, frocks and 
countiy piles, Garrow’s Law tells 
the stoiy of seminal events in the 
criminal justice system. 

It follows the life of William 
Garrow (Andrew Buchan), a dashing 
young barrister kicking up a storm in 
the Old Bailey with his progressive 
views about justice and equality. 

It seems Garrow, who later went on 
to be a judge and solicitor general for 
England and Wales, was the man

who coined the phrase “innocent 
until proven guilty”, used as a 
mantra in legal trials to this day. 

He also championed the adversarial 
system of justice still practised 
in courts today, where both the 
prosecution and the defence have 
their say in court. 

As one would expect, Garrow’s Law 
includes its fair share of court scenes 
with judges and barristers in full fig, 
as well as gasps and shouts from the 
public galleiy rendered unlikely by 
their frequency and volume. 

And they are great cases too - ones 
with shocking messages about the 
way justice was conducted and what 
used to be illegal. 

In one case the captain of a slave 
ship is standing trial for insurance 


fraud because he threw 50 of his 
slaves overboard on false pretences, 
but the act is not treated as murder. 

But court does not dominate the 
programme. There is a love interest 
in the form of the delicious Lady 
Sarah (Lyndsey Marshal), pretty 
frocks, big houses and several other 
stoiy lines to keep the interest going. 

Sadly, Garrow’s Law does not glide 
through the period as effortlessly as 
Downton did. The budget is clearly 
lower, the cast not as stellar and 
some of the sets come off a bit more 
Blackadder than Bronte. And as this 
is now the second series of Garrow’s 
Law, a lot of back stoiy is assumed in 
terms of the relationship between 
Garrow and Lady Sarah, which adds 
a mite of confusion. 

But all in all, it is a fair 
replacement to Downton and far 
more educational to boot.

FALLING snow, a parade 
of princesses and a lollipop 
the size of a dinner plate - 
my three-year-old thought 
her Christmas had come 
early at Disneyland Paris, 
and perhaps it had. 

The giant resort stretches out the 
festive period from the first weekend 
in November to January, with a 
spectacular show of glitz, glamour 
and razzmatazz, enough to warm 
the heart of this old Scrooge. 

It’s impossible not to get carried 
away with the fun when you see it 
through the eyes of a mesmerised 
daughter, who could not stop beam¬ 
ing after meeting Mickey Mouse and 
Disney’s newest heroine Rapunzel, 
whose movie is not even out yet. 

Rosie and I travelled to 
Disneyland Paris for a weekend 
break from St Pancras 
International. Soon we were at 
Marne la Vallee station, practically 
on the doorstep of the two theme 
parks and retail village. 

Our Hotel New York was a couple 
of minutes’ walk away, and we swift¬ 
ly checked in next to the huge 
Christmas tree in the lobby. 

But that tree was dwarfed by the 
24-metre tall, 24-tonne pine that 
Disney unveiled at the start of its 
Christmas celebrations. 

The tree, in the square of Main 
Street USA, boasts almost 500 
bulbs, and the star at the top is lit 
every night in a charming ceremony. 

Disney doesn’t really do darkness, 
as more than a million lights illumi¬ 
nate the Town Square, Main Street 
and Sleeping Beauty’s Castle over 
Christmas. 

Main Street is the venue for the 
Dreams of Christmas Parade, when 
all your favourite cartoon heroes 
pass before your eyes on floats, in an 
all-singing, all-dancing spectacular. 


It proved to be a highlight for my 
little one, and for hundreds if not 
thousands of others who lined the 
parade route to get a good view. 

When the float carrying all the 
princesses, including her all-time 
favourites Jasmine (from Aladdin) 
and Ariel (from the Little Mermaid), 
arrived, Rosie’s eyes were on stalks. 

For Christmas, Santa has been 
invited to set up his workshop, and 
children drop off letters for him. 

There was so much going on, it 
would be easy to miss something 
great. Luckily, Rosie was too small 
for some of the more scary rides, as 
we could never have crammed 
everything in. 

When we weren’t star-spotting - 
tennis ace Rafa Nadal was visiting 
when we were there - Rosie and I 
tackled as many rides as we could. 

Her undoubted favourite was a 
gentle boat ride called It’s A Small 


World, which takes the visitor on a 
five-minute trip round the globe, 
populated with dancing dolls. 

Over in the neighbouring Walt 
Disney Studios Park, Rosie loved the 
recent Slinky Dog Zigzag ride, for 
novice rollercoaster riders, and the 
Aladdin-themed Flying Carpets 
Over Agrabah, where you can make 
your carpet rise and fall as it spins. 

Some rides get very busy, but qui¬ 
eten in the final hour of opening, as 
visitors with younger children leave 
early. Disney also uses a Thor 
Fastpass system which allows you to 
‘pre-book’ a place on popular rides. 

Disneyland Paris staff use both 
French and English and even the 
shows are bilingual. 

As Santa waved us off, my daugh¬ 
ter did not bat an eyelid when he 
wished us both a “Goodnight” and a 
“Bonne soiree”. 

Well, that’s the magic of Disney.

FORD’S updated Mondeo line-up features 
a new hi-tech 1.6-litre turbocharged petrol 
EcoBoost engine.

MAZDA has given its family hatchback 
Mazda3 model a New Year boost, with 
power, emissions and economy improve¬ 
ments to the 1.6 diesel (from £16,505). 

Arriving in January, this model meets 
more stringent emissions regulations and 
features a new six-speed manual gearbox. 

It should further drive Dartford-based 
Mazda UK’s ambitions in fleet sales. 

Low emissions allow it to escape road 
tax in year one and incur just £30 a year 
thereafter. It also averages in the mid-60s 
for mpg.

PEUGEOT’S stunning RCZ Coupe has 
confirmed its desirability by outperform¬ 
ing used car valuations from market 
watchers at CAP. 

Fifteen examples of the new sporting icon, 
launched this summer, averaged 103 per 
cent of expected valuations at auction. 

Bidding to secure this desirable stock, 
Peugeot dealers even went to £23,500 for 
a flagship example - 111 per cent of the 
CAP forecast.

THE all-new S60 was hyped as the 
Volvo to finally challenge the ubiq¬ 
uitous BMW 3-Series in the junior 
executive car race. 

But it was never going to be quite like that, 
since the Swedish brand has retained the 
front-driven layout of the previous car, while 
the German star stands by the rear-wheel 
drive that has made its fortune. 

But this second generation S60 does offer 
excellent reasons to weigh its virtues against 
those of the BMW when company car choosers 
- likely to account for most sales - start their 
next bout of head-scratching. 

For it appears more compact than the previ¬ 
ous generation S60 and follows the vogue for 
four-door coupe styling, while truly delivering 
in the handling department. 

The ride feels pliant and copes well with 
rural roads still scarred by last winter and yet 
the S60 (from £23,295) feels remarkably taut 
on the bends, while the steering is well- 
weighted and delivers excellent feedback. 
Some will still prefer the BMW’s balance and 
even tauter ride, but they risk being selfish.

The Volvo is a driver’s car, too, but a nicer car 
for passengers. And this also applies to cabin 
ambiance, which is first class. 

Refinement is generally good at all speeds 
and particularly on motorways, though Volvo’s 
five-cylinder diesel sounded raucous under 
pressure in our high-spec SE Lux review car. 

Nevertheless, the popular D5 is well-matched 
to the new S60 with the 202bhp output deliver¬ 
ing loads of low-down power for both press-on 
and lazy motoring situations and helped by a 
light and well-spaced six-speed gearbox allow¬ 
ing an average mpg of well over 50. 

Even the all-new five-cylinder 163bhp 2.0- 
litre D3 engine has to work hard to better that. 

The new S60 may be specified with a ground¬ 
breaking pedestrian detection package, which 
can stop a collision with a pedestrian up to 
21mph, and dramatically reduce speed above 
that, with potentially life-saving consequences, 
but will people really cough up an extra £1,350 
for such a selfless feature? 

Standard S60 kit is generous and includes 
electronic climate and cruise controls, colour 
screen for the ‘infotainment’ system, steering 
wheel audio controls, alloys and leather-clad 
wheel and gearshift.

Estate agents welcome 
new licensing scheme 

A NEW licensing scheme for estate 
agents is to be launched, which experts 
say will lead to a rise in standards in the 
business 

According to the National Association 
of Estate Agents (NAEA), most estate 
agents are reputable, but anyone can 
start up as an estate agent in the UK 
without qualifications or formal checks. 

The new scheme was described by 
housing minister, Grant Shapps, as a 
symbolic moment, while the NAEA said 
it hopes the scheme will represent hon¬ 
esty for agents. 

The launch of the scheme means an 
estate agent will need to have the neces¬ 
sary level of professional indemnity 
insurance, be bound by the NAEA 
agents’ rules of conduct and commit to 
undertaking 12 hours of training on the 
latest developments every year. 

Those who are found to be breaking 
the rules could end up at a tribunal, or 
thrown out of the scheme. 

Peter Bolton King, chief executive of 
the NAEA, said: “From today, estate 
agency in the UK is a two-tiered indus¬ 
try - those agents who are licensed and 
those who are not. 

“I think the public will welcome the 
distinction, and I believe that this move 
will raise standards across the industry.” 

Elderly forced to sell up 
to pay for care homes 

SOME 20,000 pensioners across the UK 
are being forced to sell their homes to 
pay for residential care every year. 

According to a recent survey, the num¬ 
ber of elderly property owners having to 
sell up so they can go into a care home 
stands at almost 60 per day; a third of 
those funding their own care end up 
without a house. This is an increase of 17 
per cent since 2005. 

The recent cuts to local authority 
budgets mean that this situation is 
unlikely to improve. Furthermore, 
FirstStop Advice states that care home 
fees have risen by more than 20 per cent 
over the past five years - making the 
current average £25,896. 

Those who don’t have savings or prop¬ 
erty to sell get their care paid for by the 
state. 

This has sparked anger among many, 
who argue that the system is unfair and 
makes lifelong saving pointless, as well 
as meaning that families won’t receive 
any inheritance.

INTEREST rates on mortgages 
are set to increase, and cheap 
mortgages are unlikely to stick 
around for long, according to the 
consultancy Ducalian. 

Research by Sainsbury’s Home Insurance 
revealed that the cost of running a home had 
fallen by almost 14 per cent in the past two 
years, and now stands at around £8,059 a year. 

Timothy Lambert, head of consulting at 
Ducalian, said that most people would be 
rather surprised by the figures. 

However, he said: “Lots of local authorities 
have frozen council tax and some boroughs 
such as Hammersmith & Fulham have actual¬ 
ly lowered them, year on year.” 

Mr Lambert went on to say that the main 
reason was that mortgages were currently 
chea for many, which “vastly sways” the statis¬ 
tics. 

“But rates will rise over the course of the 
next few years as interest rates rise and 
cheaper products that run for a fixed period 
come to an end,” he warned. 

The annual cost of running a home, estimat¬ 
ed by Sainsbury’s Home Insurance, equates to 
£155 a week, or £22.08 a day, per household. 

In 2008, household expenses were found to 
be almost £1,300 higher, at £9,324 a year. 

Meanwhile the market continues to be 
uncertain. 

Housebuilder Taylor Wimpey said it had 
experienced a homebuyer slowdown, as a 
result of the Government’s spending cuts, 
which it claims has deterred potential buyers. 

Its comments echo those of Persimmon, who 
said there was little evidence of the tradition¬ 
al autumn period, which usually sees families 
flock to new housing developments as the 
school summer holidays end.

Birchall brace sends Whites fans into raptures 


ADAM Birchall fired Dover Athletic into the third 
round of the FA Cup with a second-half brace to beat 
League Two side Aldershot Town at a packed Crabble. 

The Dover striker broke the deadlock shortly 
before the hour mark with a stunning 25-yard 
strike and followed it up with a 90th-minute penal¬ 
ty as the Whites marched into the next round and 
set up an away trip to Huddersfield Town. 

After a 15 minute delay due to crowd congestion, it 
was the Conference South side that started brightest 
and defender Oily Schulz had the ball in the net on 
eight minutes, only for it to be ruled out for off-side.

Parmenter: we're 
not a selling club 

WHITES chairman Jim Parmenter says 
the club has no intention of selling hot 
shot striker Adam Birchall, insisting the 
former Arsenal man will be staying at 
Crabble. 

Birchall is one of the hottest properties 
in non-league football and is expected to 
attract interest from clubs having hit 22 
goals so far this season, including 11 in 
Dover’s FA Cup campaign. 

With interest in the 25-year-old set to 
skyrocket, Whites chairman Parmenter, 
who tied the forward down to a two-year 
contract last month, has reiterated that 
Dover are not a selling club. 

He said: “Adam is a great guy and he 
has just signed a two-year extension to 
his contract because he loves the club 
and wants to stay here. He has found his 
football again which is fantastic for him. 

“We are not a selling football club and 
one of these clubs that needs to sell every 
player that somebody offers something 
for as we are financially secure. We are 
more in the business of taking the club 
forward and progressing it. 

“It doesn’t mean ultimately that 
because someone scores goals in the FA 
Cup he is going to move on. Adam is our 
player and he likes it here and we don’t 
need to sell him so as far as I’m con¬ 
cerned he stays at the club.”

Huddersfield next in line as 
Dover eye League One scalp 


DOVER Athletic boss Martin 
Hayes says another FA Cup giant¬ 
killing is not out of the question 
after being drawn against League 
One’s Huddersfield Town in the 
third round. 

The Whites, who caused one of the shocks of 
the FA Cup second round with their 2-0 win 
against Aldershot Town on Saturday, were hop¬ 
ing to pull out a top Premier League side, but 
will instead travel to Huddersfield’s Galpharm 
Stadium on the weekend of January 8. 

Hayes and striker Adam Birchall, who scored 
a brace on Saturday, were both dreaming of a 
clash against their former club Arsenal and 
although slightly disappointed on missing out 
on a potentially money-spinning tie, the Whites 
manager is optimistic about his club’s chances 
of causing another upset. 

He said: “I think we all wanted to go and play 
a Premier League side so we were initially dis-

appointed when we watched the draw and 
when you reach the third round everyone 
dreams of playing someone big. Huddersfield 
were probably disappointed as well as they 
would have been half hoping they would be 
playing a Premier League side too. However, 
Huddersfield are a good top six side in League 
One, so it should be a good game. 

“It does provide us with another chance of a 
giant-killing and we will have to do our home¬ 
work and learn from teams like Woking and FC 
United of Manchester, who have shown it is 
possible to cause League One sides problems. 

“The crowd at Huddersfield may not be that 
big, but we could use that to our advantage as 
their professionals may not be used to playing 
in front of small crowds. We have shown what 


we can do and if we reproduce that we have got 
a chance.” 

Hayes, who only took charge of the club at the 
start of the season, says although he enjoyed 
Saturday’s cup win and the moment ranks 
among his best in his managerial career, his 
attention has already switched to Saturday, 
when his side face Woking in the bread and 
butter of Conference South football. 

Hayes said: “It is certainly a highlight of my 
managerial career and I think it will only be 
surpassed if we can get promotion this season. 
Winning promotion proves that you are a good 
side over 42 games and not just five. We have 
now got to focus on the league as we have seven 
games before the cup tie and the 21 points 
would make our run-in easier and I want to 
beat Woking after losing the FA Trophy game. 

“I think my favourite memory was just look¬ 
ing around at all the packed stands. It shows 
what the club can do and maybe we could have 
four or five games like this in the Conference if 
we get promoted next season.”

A MASS brawl which led to a Deal 
& Betteshanger home game being 
abandoned has left the east Kent 
rugby club with a 15-point deduc¬ 
tion. 

Players, coaches and spectators were all 
involved in the clashes during the fixture 
against East Grinstead on October 30, 
prompting referee Steve Halligan to abandon 
the game. 

An RFU disciplinary hearing decided both 
clubs should face identical penalties, with an 
additional 15-point deduction suspended until 
the end of next season. 

The ruling said: “The events shown on the 
DVD footage cannot, and should not, be 
described as anything other than utterly 
shameful. They have no place in the game of 
rugby (or any sport) and offend against the 
heart of the game’s ethos and the RFU’s Core 
Values programme. Had such events occurred 
in the street, it is highly likely they would have 
led to criminal prosecution.” 

Both sides pleaded guilty to the charge of 
conduct prejudicial to the interests of the 
union and/or game. 

Neither challenged Halligan’s written 
report, which read: “In the space of only a few 
seconds, the scuffle engulfed all players, subs, 


coaching staff and spectators. I saw a D&B sub 
move past me becoming involved, EG subs 
involved, the EG coaches involved, I saw a per¬ 
son later identified as the D&B head coach 
involved and end up on the floor being 
punched and throwing punches and spectators 
pulling people away throwing punches.” 

The Deal & Betteshanger committee have 
not yet decided whether to appeal against the 
ruling, which would leave them deep in relega¬ 
tion trouble in London 2 South East. They have 
another week to decide, while East Grinstead 


have said they are unlikely to appeal. 

On the pitch an early exit from the 
Intermediate Cup left the side with a blank 
weekend, so they were unaffected by the cold 
snap. 

Weather permitting they return to action 
this weekend with a trip to Brighton. The aim 
will be to build on a handsome 59-7 win 
against Purley John Fisher in their last out¬ 
ing, but if the points penalty stands they will 
need to maintain strong form until the end of 
the season to avoid relegation.
